Villipigue was shot from ambush. He 


had had trouble with Grandison Goolaby 
and his sons, Mike and Ulysses, Negroes, 
who lived on an adjoining plantation. 
When news of the killing reached here 
rewards of $100 eacn were offered for 
Goolsby and his sons, and several posses 
were formed, one led by Sheriff Howell. 


Two Posses in Battles. ; 
According to the information reaching 


here Grandison Goolsby and an unidenti- 
fied Negro were killed in a fight with the 
sheriff's posse, and Grandison’s sons 
burned to death in a Negro cabin. 


Early Hightower and James Burton, 


the former a cousin to Grandison Goolsby, 
were said to have been killed by a posse 
of white farmers aroused over the death 
of their neighbor. 


Negroes Open Fire. 
Hightower's cabin was visited because 


of his kinship to the Goolebys. When the 
posse approached some one from inéide 
the building is sald to have opened fire. 
After many shots were exchanged the 
posse forced an entrance and found the 
two Negroes dead. 


Sherif! Howell and his deputies were 


fired on when they tried to enter a cabin 
in which the Goolsbys were reported to 
be hiding. 


After returning the fire inexectually the 


attacking force applied 4 torch to the 
cabin. Four Negroes rushed from the 
door firing as they ran and two of them, 
Goolsby and an unidentified man, were 
shot down. The others, Gooleby’s sons, 
escaped, but later were located in a cabin 
a few miles away.

BELIEVES IN HUMANITY. 
“In reply to the second American 
Ancona note,” the reply is quoted as 
saying, the Austro-Hungarian govern- 
ment fully agrees with the Washington 
cabinet that the sacre laws of human- 
ity should be taken into account also in 
war, and emphasizes that it, in the 
course of this war, has given numerous 
proofs of the most humane feelings.

“British Expected Heavy Losses. 

„The probability of a withdrawal had 
been reckoned with by the British troops 
for many weeks. Field Marshal Har! 
Kitchener had made a careful personal 
examination. The question of what pro- 
portion the loss would be had been care» 
fully welghed by the British higher com- 
mand. That the thing could be done 
without loss entered nobody’s mind. 

“ The problem was to withdraw several 
divisions and their equipment occupying 
a front 20.000 yards long and herdly 
anywhere more than about 500 yards, and 
at some points not fifty yards, from 
the enemy’s trenches, and embark them 
from the beaches, which nownere were 
beyond field gun range of the enemy and 
at many places were within rifle range. 
The Turks occupied the higher ground 
all Around. Nearly the whole Suvla 
area was visible to them and the main 
embarking beach could be overlooked. 
“ During the days preced'ng the with- 
drawal the Turks kept up the usual dally 
quantity of shells at the usual intervals, 
and the British gune replied. On Sun- 
day this fire was as usual. 


Troops Embark Successfully. 
“Sunday night the atest activity 
began secrotly in the British camps. By 
4 o'clock in the morning everybody was 
off but the parties sent in to search for 
stragglers, who were taken off as late as 
8 o'clock in the morning. At 3:26in the 
morning sarpers at Angac exploded a 
huge mine between them and the Turks 
on Russell's Top, which is a neck be- 
tween the two ridges, along which it was 
not desirable that the Turks should fol- 
low the retiring British.

The effect, quite naturally, of an unstudied combi- 
nation of the presidential primaries with the alder- 
manic elections might result in a reversion to type, 
an overturning of all of the constructive work that 
has been accomplished in fifteen years in separating 
municipal politics from purely partisan or factional 
influence, The community has been educated away 
from such a confusion of issues, and the necessity of 
back tracking ought to be more apparent at this time. 
Mere economy will not serve as an answer. 
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in the present administration’s conduct of our for- 
eign relations and the country would be easier if 
there were some additional check upon our diplo- 
matic course of action. 
Heated partisans of the belligerents are ready 
te urge the government forward because they are 
feeling, if not thinking, of their “causes” rather 
than of America. But the nation as a whole shows 
no disposition to cast itself into the flames upon 
the issue presented by our state department in either 
the Lusitania or Ancona controversies. ; 
If then we have not delivered our conscience, 
our judgment, and our national will entirely and 
irrevocably into the keeping of Mr. Wilson and 
his advisers we shall be the safer for some further 
brake upon their diplomatic action. 
The experience of the last months should have 
brought it home to Americans that our foreign rela- 
tions have been almost as completely out of our 
control as are those of the most autocratic gov- 
ernment out of the control of its people. Though 
public opinion is able to express itself more freely 
with us and finds in an elective official a more 
responsive agent, nevertheless it has been plain 
that, especially during congressional recess, the 
executive is able to precipitate us into a situation 
to which war is the only sequel. Granting to Mr. 
Wilson, and to any man the American people are 
likely to place at their head, the very highest mo- 
tives, so great a power would seem to be too vast 
for any man to possess. 
It may be conceded that foreign relations are not 
a subject for wrangling in the political arena, that 
some secrecy and concentration of responsibility are 
necessary. Yet it might be wise to establish the 
custom of keeping the senate committee on foreign 
relations at Washington for consultation during con-

The lymph channels have walls that are 
much thinner than the walls of the blood 
vessels. Some knowledge of the location 
of the arteries and veins is common, but 
the average man never knows where his 
lymph vessele are or that he has any 
until he gets an infection of some lymph 
channel. For instance, he gets an m- 
fected finger. He notices a red une run- 
ning up the inside of his arm to a kernel 
in his armpft—an infection of the main 
lymph channel of his arm. Or he gets 
an infection in his foot. A red sore line 
runs up his leg to a kernel in his groin. 
Lymph channels similar to these thus 
brought to notice run everywhere 
throughout the body. 

The direction of flow of lymph is from 
the cells toward the center. Unlike the 
bloed stream, the flow is sluggish and un- 
even. The reason for the slowness and 
unevenness of the lymph flow its the na- 
ture of the propelling force. When a 
muscle contracts the kymph is forced 
therefrom and driven along the lymph 
vessels. On the other hand, when a mus- 
cle is quiet the lymph within it scarcely 
moves. The faster fluids ooze from the 
vesseis into the (issues the faster the 
lymph flows in the lymph channels.

GIRL BEST ON 
PSYCHO RECORD 


Department Manager, How- 
ever, Is More Efficient 


Among the new psychological apparat! 
exhibited at the University of Chicago 
during the meeting of the American 
Psychological association is a directions 
test devised by Prof. Robert 8. Wood- 
worth and Prof. Wells of Columbia uni- 
versity. 

The test was given yesterday by a re- 
porter for Tun TRIBUNE to four loop 
workers—two men and two women— 
chosen at random. A girl stenographer 
made the best speed record, completing 
the test in one minute twenty-six seconds. 
A department manager had the most eſu- 
cient record, filling in the blank with no 
mistakes. The slowest subject, an as 
sistant in an advertising office, was also 
the most erroneous. His time was 2:40 
(fifty-five seconds above normal) and he 
made five blunders (three more than nor- 
mal). The second young women, an as- 
sistant manager, passed an exactly nor- 
mal test. 

All but the department manager signi- 
fied the nights are longer in summer than 
they are in winter, and he answered in- 
correctly at first thought, changing his 
mind a second later. Two of the four 
indicated they believed Edison discov- 
ered America.

Wallin Not After Job.

In an address in the afternoon Dr, Ells- 
worth Faris of lowa State university de- 
clared there lo no psychological justifi- 
cation for punishment. 

„ Punishment, if it is necessary, must 
be looked on as a necessary evil,” he 
said. In the future we must encour- 
age the abolition of punishment. We 
must look to see the warden and the 
jailer substituted by or at least subordi- 
nated to the physician, the psychologist, 


the educator, abd the sociologiét. The 


four grounds on which people eeek to jus- 
tify punishment—Hedonism,retribution, 


atonement, and reformation—are either 


unsound or not connected with present 
methods of punishment.” 

In a former study of Negro children it 
appeared that Negro children bad about 
two-thirds of the mental ability of white 
children. Prof. W. H. Pyle of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, m a paper on The 
Learning Capacity of Negro Children,” 
raised the valuation of colored children's 
intelligence from three-fourths to four- 
fAfths, as compared with the mental ca- 
pacity of white children.

Investments in 


Central Business, Manufacturing 
and Warehouse Property 
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Last year speculative buying was on 
en exceedingly limited scale and was 
confined to a few localities here and there 
where the greatest activity prevailed.

steadily advancing figures, was one of the 
most conspicuous and interesting fea- 
tures of the year’s market. A large oper- 
ator and builder in that district estimates 
the total of the building operations there 
during the last year at nearly $4,000,000. 


Oak Park Builds Flats. 

In the outlying western suburbs, Oak 
Park, which for a long time strongly op- 
posed apartment buildings, which senti- 
ment found expression in ordinances 
tending to check such construction, erect- 
ed many large and high class buildings 
of this character. 

tn connection with the announcement 
of one large project, said to involve the 
construction of a series of buildings to 
cost about $1,000,000, it was stated this 
was to be nning of a project for 
the building of ten euch centers in va- 
rious parts of Chicago with one in Evans- 
ton, at a total approximate cost of 
$10,000,000. . 

There also were a great many large, 
high grade apartment buildings erected in 
the Lake View and Rogers Park districts, 
and a multitude of six and two flat build- 
ings in the outlying west and northwest 
parts of the city. Many large groups of 
two flat buildings were erected by sub- 
dividers, the announcement being made 
in connection with the sale of eighty apres 
at Belmont and Cicero avenues late in 
the year that the purchaser plans to'ex- 
pend $450,000 in the erection of this class 
of buildings during the coming year. 

Much Buying of Home Sites. 
There, was much buying for residence 
construction also. and one of the most 
interesting features of the year’s market 
was in connection with purchases of this 
character in the district around and north 
of Lincoln park, along Oakdale and 
Barry avenues and Wellington street. 

One of theee was in the nature of a co- 
operative community purchase by a small 
group of prominent people on Lake View 
avenue, south of Diversey parkway, the 
“various sites to be improved with a view 
to a harmonious effect as a whole. Values 
were advanced at a startling rate, and in

Some Business Property Sales. 

In certain of the more favored outlying 
parts of the city there was much activ- 
ity in business property, accompanied 
by much building and with advancing 
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values, but es a whole conditions were 
| not as favorable as during the preceding 
year. This was due to a number of 
causes, chief among which was the cumu- 
lative effect of a reaction from excessive 
values, largely due to speculative opere- 
tions a few years ago. This reaction was 
emphasized by overbuilding, by the busil- 


| ness depression preceding the European 


war and intensified by the latter, and also 
by the Sunday closing edict and by the 
evident growth of the temperance move- 
ment. 

A few years ago the saloon interests, 
represented by the breèwers, were active 
bidders for transfer corners and other 
property thought to be particularly desir- 
able for saloon purposes, and values 
were forced skyward under the strong 
competition. 

Brewers Quitting the Market. 

With the continued growth of the 
„dry movement, however, the interest 


began to lessen, until about two years 
ago they practically retired from the mar- 
ket. This naturally had a depressing 
effect on values, which suffered a further 
jolt because of the Sunday closing and 
the continued aggressive attitude of the 
“drys.”” It isa situation, however, which 
will adjust itself, it is belMeved, and on 
healthier and more sustained lines than 
prevailed before. 

che outside market suffered in another 
respect by comparison with that of the 
preceding year, and that was in the mat- 
ter of subdtvyidions, which fafled in the 
latter half of the year to justify the hopes 
raised by the’ activity which generally 
prevailed during the earlier months of the 
year. In the opinion of experienced ob- 
servers, it was the belated materializa- 
tion of that reaction which was expected 
to put in its appearance a year or more 
before. Just what this market wil! be 
during the coming year is largely prob- 
lematical, but the present outlook is not 
of a particularly encouraging character. 
Another feature of the year’s market 
deserving of attention was the activity

Much Money on Watch for 
“Sacrifices” Finds Very 
Few of Them.

The market for central business prop- 
erty was an exceedingly dull ome through- 
out the entire year, with fewer transac- 
tions both in the way of sales and in long 
term leases than it has known for a good 


many years. 

It was due to an unusuab combination of 
adverse conditions and the only wonder 
is thet the market weathered the storm 
as well as it did. That it did so is evi- 
denced by the fact there was not a single 
plece of property offered for sale at a 
sacrifice, despite the pronounced depres- 
Sor and slumping values in practically 
all limes of business. There was much 
money om the watch for “ sacrifice sales 
of downtown property, but it failed to 
find the bargains it had looked for. It is 
the most significant tribute that could be 
paid to the real strength of his class of 
property. 

Reaction from “Boom” Times. 

An important fact to be considered in 
connettion with the downtown market is 
that long before the complications inci- 
dent to the war were injected into the 
situation it was in bad shape, the result 
of a reaction from several years of 

„doom market, which found its cul- 
mination in a number of spegulative long 

88 excessive 

This reaction wasthastened by 

overbullding as well as the; business de- 

pression which followed the advent of the 
Demgeratie party into power. 

With the improvement in the general 
business situation incident to improving 
monetary conditions, the situation in the 
downtown district brightened somewhat 
when the war came to plunge the world 
for à time into financial and business 
chaos, 

The unfavorable conditions in the down- 
town district were intensified. Rents 
were more difficult to collect and vacant 
spac® grew at a disquieting rate. De- 
spite the fact that the general earning 
power of properties in this part of the 
city was materially lessened, owners 
were generally unwilling to make the 
condessions which would-be buyers 


etal Investment buying outside of well 
secured fees came practically to @ stand- 
still, 
Some Sharp Concessions, 

From time to time deals were put over, 
but they were few and far between for 
the reason that buyers generally were 
unwilling to pay anything like the general 
run of asked prices, and some of the deals 
that were .carried through were on the | 
basis of sharp concessions on the bart or 
owners.

The sailing of the ship 
with American delegates to join in the 
celebration of the five hundredth anniver- 
gary of the martyrdom of John Hus, the 
Bohemian reformer, at Prague, was 
found impracticable. The occasion was, 
powever, ne in Prague, in Chi- 
cago, and in many other places. 


Missionary Offerings Grow. 

The war has increased missicnary offer- 
ings. The Protestant Ep‘secopal church 
completed the raising of a $400,000 emer- 
gency fund. The Baptistsclosed the year 
with a former deficit of $208,000 paid. All 
of the denominations have raised special! 
warf relief funds for. the countries espe- 
cially suffering. a 

Among the codperative movements of 
the churches in Cnicago was the estab- 
lishment of the First Evangelical Jap- 
anese church and the First Evangelical 
Chinese church. baving over them, re- 
epectively, Japanese and Chinese pas- 
tors. Thesechurches were organized un- 
der the jolnt action cf the coiiperative 
council of city missions, composed of 
the Baptist, Congregational, Disciples, 
Methodist Episcopal. and Presbyterian 
churches. 

Among the big conventions held in 
Chicagd was the international and 
world’s Christian Endeavor convention, 
in the Coliseum, attended by over 10,000 
deciegates and 6,000 visitors, and the lar- 
men’s missionary convention, held in the 
Medinah temple, which was attended by 
nearly 5,000 delegutes and was the be- 
ginning of a national campaign which 
will end in Washington, D. C., in April.

CALUMET SAG CHANNEL 
60 PER CENT COMPLETED. 


The close of the year 1915 marks the 
completion of 60 per cent of the work on 
the Calumet-Seg channel and the Calu- 
met intercepting scwer, trustees of the 
sanitary district of Chicago state in their 
report of the district's 1915 activities. 
The north shore sewera, costing $700,000 
and affording relief to the villages of Wil- 
mette, Winnetka, Kenilworth, and Glen- 
coe, are practically complete, as is the 
Jackson boulevard bridge over the Chi- 
cago river. Another accomplishment is 
the completion of negotiations with the 
stockyards interests, whereby the west 
arm of the south fork of the south branch 
f the Chicago river is to be replaced by 
an intercepting sewer ar? that portion 
west of Athland avenue filled up. 

The completion of the canals and inter- 
cepting sewers mentioned will give Chi- 
cago a system unsurpassed by that of 
any city in the world, and from the vil- 
lage of Glencoe to the Indiana line all 
sewage will be diverted. to these chan- 
nels, instead of flowing into Lake Michi- 
gan. 

The electrical department, which fur- 
nishes light to Chicago, has increased its 
lights by nearly 7,000 lamps throughout 
the city, and its reeeipts over those of 
1914 by more than $70,000. 

With the added lights the department is 
now furnishing light to Chicago with 29, 
232 lamps. This department also buin 
during 1915 a substation at Mohawk and 
Menominee streets at a cost, fully 
equipped, of $37,000.
